1X—Drill and. Physioal Becreises.—Vortous kitts of Drill and Physical Exercises aro 
now a reoognisad part_of primary eduoation in Kngland, in Sootland, and on the Continent 
cof Europe ; and we think they should be introduced into the primary schools of Ireland 
with the loast possible delay. We are satisfied, from what we havo seen and heard on this 

jet, that such exercises contribute largely to the health, the spirits, and the general 

-being of the children. ‘They are no additional burden’ on school life, but rather a 
pleasant form of recreation; and the children return from them to their studies with 
renewed energy. 

It will be for the Commissioners of Natipnal Banoation to consider and dotermmine in Mille of im 
what manuor these various changes can best be introduced into their system. But we have ‘rvetion 
ventured to make some general suggestious on this head, which it may be well to set forth 
here in a summary form. . 

We think that the changes recommended ought to bo introduced, not all at once, but 
gradually and tentatively. should be tried first in the larger oontres, and afterwards 
extended to more remote districts. It would be necossnty, ut the outse', to engage the 
‘servioes of ox; from outside the present staff of the National Education Board, whose 
duty it be to organise the classes and to aid the teachers with their coutsel aud 
instruction. But we haveno doubt that this work, afver a little time, could be taken up by 
the ordinary staff of the Board. Again, itis obviously important 'that all futuro tomohers 
should bo trained in the new eubjests; and the programme ot the Truining Colleges must 
accordingly be framed to this end with as little delay as possible. 

Woe have carefully oonsidered tho question by what means time may be found for the 
several exercises in manual and practical training which we have recommended ; and we have 

jinted out certain modifications in the present programme of studies which may be adopted 

Exr that purpose, and which, wo believe, will not inlarfere unfavourably ‘with the course of 

instruotion hitherto given in the National Schools. 

Lastly, we are strongly of opinion that the aystem of Results Pees, depending on the 
individual examination of pupils, at present in force in the National Schools, ought not to 
be applied to these subjects of Manual and Practical Instruction. While it should be 
always open to the Inspector to examine individual pupils, we think that the grants awarded 
to the in these subjects should largely depend on the general evidenco of bie own 
zoal and industry, on the efficiency of his method of teaching, and on his power to arrest 
and hold the attention of his olaes. 

‘Tho considerations by which wo have been led to the general oonelasions abovo sot out Kose. 
will be fully discussed in the seoond part of this Report, under the several heads of Manual 
and Practioal Instruction. But we think it will be for your Exoolleney’s convenience that 
the general. su of our foonalusions should be here followed by a general semmary of 
the grounds on which they are based— 

I.--Fizst, then, there aro reasons founded on educational principles. ‘The present Reason main 
aystom, which consists largely in the study of books, is one-sided in its character, and it '¥ “sms 
Jeaves some of ‘the mort nseful faculties of the mind’ absolutely ‘untrained. Wo think it 
important that ohildren taught not merely to take in Knowledge from books, but to 
observe with intelligence the material world around them ; that they thould be trained in 
habits of correct reasoning on the facts observed; and that they should, oven at school, 
acquire some skill in the use of hand and eye to excoute the conceptions of the brain. Such 
4 training we regard as valuablo-to all, but especially valuable to thowe whose lives are to 

devoted to industrial arts and occupations. Tho great balk of the pupils attending 
primary schools under the National Board will have to carn their bread by the work of 

their bands: it is therefore important that they should be tminod from the beginning to 
use their honds with dexterity and intelligence.

__ _ It will be seen that the full amount of the allotment was expended only 
in Bhagalpur. In Monghyr the large weit is due to the fact that the plans 


of a cutcherry, in the construction of which a considerable sum would have 
been expended, were not approved, during the year, In Purnea kts. 659 were 
allowed to lapse owing to the fact that the Collector in his winter tour found 
that two wells proposed to be sunk at Belwa Harinkhori and Bagmara were 
not necessary, as there was already a good water-supply in the neighbourhood. 
It was then too late to apply the money to an: er purpose. In Malda 
Rs. 392 were left unexpended. Rupees £0 were allotted for clearing jungles in 
the khas mahal English Bazar, but on subsequent enquiry it was found that there 
was no necessity for this expenditure. Htupees 250 were provided for the 
repairs to Panchanandpur khas mahal office, but the repairs cost only Rs. 192.

XXXIV.—SOCIAL AND POLITICAL INSTITUTIONS. 


262. There is hardly anything new to write under this head. The 

institutions remained the same, but most of them hardly showed any signs of _ 
activity during the past year. The sites Hemayet Islam, of Mone 
however, continued to do useful work. ‘This institution was started in 1888 
and depends for maintenance chiefly on donations and subscriptions, the minor 
sources of its income being a handful of rice from each household and the 
sale-proceeds of the hides of animals sacrificed on the occasions of religious 
festivals. It maintained 31 Muhammadan orphans and gaye free educat 
to 20 poor Muhammadan boys. It spent Rs. 2,131 mainly in su; 
he’ erptinge asi Stn patione religions and moral education to the 
boys. 
"ithe: Pashurakbini Bebbe, of Monghys, wildly wal slatted in’ 1808 glue 
continues to do good work.’ It took caro of 66 animals, 32 being those 
remaining from last year, Of these, 32 died, the majority from natural causes, 
a cattle disease known as bhaguha having caused great havoc among them. 
The Sabha spent Rs. 921 for the support of the cattle. 

The Kayestha Sabha of the Hindus in Monghyr continued to maintain 
seven widows and to educate five Kayestha boys ut its expense. ‘The Sabha’s 
main aim is to curtail marriage expenses among the Kayeathas and to try and 
bring about temperate habits amongst people of their caste, 

263, The Bhagalpur Landholders’ Association discussed the draft rules 
under section 189 of the Bengal Tenancy Act and under section 121 of the 
new Partition Act and submitted their opinion to the Collector. 





XXXVIL—GENERAL REMARKS. 


273. Very few remarks of a general nature are called for in the review 
of a year which in this Divi-ion has been ulmost entirely a fortunate one. 
Plague has so far not made its ap) ce in it, and steps have been taken in 
every district to stop its arrival if possible and to deal with cases should they 
unfortunately occur. There have been no scares in connection with it.

As usual in these cases 
the judicial results are not sry satisfactory, only 18 cases, or 43°9 per cent., of 
the total number having ended in conviction.

plague broke out in 
Calcutta in the summer of 1898, and again towards the end of the year, there 
‘was no stampede as there had been at the end of 1807, but on the ‘contrary a 
a ba ef to help, and a confidence and trust in the officials which no 
one could fail to observe, and which was as encouraging as the previous 
exhibition of panic and distrust had boon dispiriting. Except fora fow days 
in one Muhammadan village of Darbhanga, there has been no oppésition to 
the measures quietly adopted by the local officials, and ven there the 
experience of the pedple converted suspicion nto the most ved. confi- 
dence. In Saran the attitude of the people in the affected villages was beyond 
praise, and in Patna itself, the centre of all the former fear and distrust, the 
people co-operated with alacrity and without suspicion. These incidents 
supply the happiest augury for the future, and it may be hoped that, should 
plague again appear, it may bo met with firmness and constancy. 

403, Next to the plague, the incident which roused the greatest feeling, at 
any rate to the det ars Ganges, was the death of the late Maharaju of 
Darbhanga, Sir Lachmessar Singh. The news of this sad event was received 
with genuine sornow throughout the Division; for the late Maharaja, by the 
simplicity of his life, by his liberality and by his high position was widely 
known and as sincerely respected in every district of Bihar. 

404. ‘The public press throughout the year has been moderate and sensible, 
but many of the advertisements are still a disgrace to the mavagement and an 
ineult to the reading public.
